APPLICANT'S STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE 
INTERVIEW OF 19 APRIL 200S 

Sir; 

In response to the Office Communication mailed July 25, 2005, the Applicant hweby 
submits this Statement of the Substance of the Interview of April 19, 2005, as required by 37 
C.F.R. 1. 1 1 1 and MJ».E.P. 713.04. 

Applicant requested the interview with Examiner Stiimbu, which took place in 
Examiner Strimbu's office on April 19, 2005. Applicant's attorney, James R, Young, and an 
employee of the applicant Jissignee, Paul Dozoretz, attended the interview with Examiner 
Strimbu. 

At the interview, the applicant discussed distinctions and advantages of the present 
invention over the ^paratus discussed in the Hanson et aL article entitled "Vacuum Technology 
Pressure Measurement and Control in Loadlocks", which was deemed by the applicant to be the 
closest prior art reference, and the Ikeda reference was discussed. Such distinctions and 
advantages discussed were substantially those discussed in the Remarks of the 
Amendment/Reply that was filed by applicant on May 10, 2005, including a pressure transducer 
that is capable of outputting control signals based on settable absolute and differential pressure 
levels or set points for direct control of load look doors and for cross-over pump speed (e.g. 
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throttle) switching where heat conduction transitions or "crosses over^ between molecular 
conduction and convection, and doing so with two pressure sensors, rather than the three 
pressure sensors taught by Hanson et al. It was noted by Applicant that throttle was used in a 
functional sense to refer to effective pumping speed and not to any specific or particular kind of 
valve apparatus to accomplish that function. 

Applicant suggested amending the claims to include the limitations of mounting the 
pirani pressure sensor and absolute pressure transducer together with a control circuit in a 
housing and setting the exterior door control reference and suggested using the regular pirani 
pressure to control a throttle valve. The examiner stated that the above changes appear to 
overcome the rejection of record, but would require fiirther review. The applicant agreed to 
submit a response in accordaiace with Office practice.
